This Roll of Honor represents a great deal of painstaking 
and enthusiasm on the part of many, both parents and schol- 
ars. We congratulate them on their success, and venture to 

express the hope that their enthusiasm may continue, may 
even increase, and that many more may catch the same spirit. 

The average attendance of all the schools has been 442. 
Comparing this with the whole number of scholars reported 
by the registers, 619, it is plain to be seen that about one- 
fourth the school privileges of the year have been wasted 
through non-attendance. Not only does this irregular attend- 

ance injure the absentees: it extends to every interest, im- 


~ 


mediately connected with the schools. No teacher can do 
justice, either to the scholars under his or her charge, or to 
him or herself, where absenteeism prevails ; and scholars who 
are regular in their attendance soon find their zeal in their 
school duties abate, because they are hindered from legitimate 
advancement through a system of classification which must 
prevail in most schools, to allow those who are irregufar in 
their attendance any class standing whatever. 
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The school year has been one of avérage success. In some 
directions we have made a slight advance. | 

The influence of the High School is being felt more and more 
as a power for good among the teachers as well as scholars of 
the town. We commend all the graduates who wish to teach 
to the favorable regard of our Prudential Committees. and 
would most earnestly recommend to them, so far as possible, 
to give preference (when engaging teachers) to graduates of 
our High School; by so doing, generously encouraging our 
own sons and daughters, and stimulating them to renewed 
educational efforts, either as students or teachers. bi 

We would still insist that good scholarship and maturity of 

character and judgment are necessary for the best results im 
our smallest schools, and amongst our youngest scholars. 
We never find our best schools in our poorest school houses. 
- Dilapidated surroundings seem to stimulate tatterdemalion- 
like students. Give our scholars good school houses, with 
suitable appliances, and the investment will be found to pay a 
most satisfactory dividend. © |: | ,

Some teachers have the besetting sin of forgetting to return 
their Registers when they ought. This unpardonable fault 
subjects the Committee to creat annoyance and inconvenience 
in making out their annual report. 

Teachers are requested to write the real names (not the pet 
names) of scholars in the Registers; the first and last names 
in full, with the proper initials for middle names. This is 
very desirable, as the- Registers are kept on file for reference. 

Teachers must expect an examination once each year, ac- 
cording to law; and it is required, if possible, that they 
should present themselves at the annual examination in April. 
They are also informed that they should consult with the 
Superintending Comumittee before fixing the time for the final 
examination of their several schools ; and that the Committee 
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expect that the teacher who has charge of a school for the — 


last term in the year will make out correctly all the ‘‘ totals 
for the year * as required in the tables in the Register. 

Our experience with the Duplex Writing Book during the 
past year has been satisfactory, especially in the: graded 
schools, where most commendable results have been achieved. 


It will be noticed that we report an increase of scholars for 


the year. It is possible that a few scholars may have been 
counted more than once. If this be so, then the number 
reported is somewhat too large. Still it is evident our school 
membership is steadily on the increase, in the villages at least. 
We would suggest that, under the present district system, the 
prosperity of our schools depends in a marked degree upon 
the Prudential Cominittees. If they are determined their 
several schools shall succeed, then they will be successful. 
If they make no particular effort in this direction, their schools 
are very likely to be like a barn door on one hinge, in the 
wiud—some flapping about, but not of much use as a door ; 
some waste of time, money and opportunities. but not of 
much use as a school. :

Both teachers and scholars deserve hearty commendation. 
The discipline has been excellent, and the progress of the 
scholars, as a whole, quite satisfactory. 

The Primary and Intermediate schools, occupying rooms in 
the same building, and constituting in an important sense a 
part of the same system, are entitled to the same commenda- 
tion. 

Parents from other districts are beginning to see the advan- 

tages of well graded and well taught schools, as we now have 
~ them in this central village, and are‘ more and more inclined 
to knock, even at the doors of the Primary and Intermediate 
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their children. This tendency, in itself auspicious, crowds 
upon District No. 3 a problem difficult of solution, inasmuch 
as their Primary ad Intermediate ; rooms are scarcely more 
than large enough for their own scholiits.
